TJIE FEW FMAKCUISE INFAMY. 



We were in error ycsterdiiy in stilt- 
ing that clergj'memvillbetlebarredfroiii 
exercising the riglit of franchise. Er- 
rors of this kinil will couHtautly occur 
until the arrangements for serving the 
Press, with^pies of public document.s 
are more perfect than at present. 
The Bill provitlos for the disfranchiso- 
ment of Judges of the Supreme and 
County Court.s, Stipendiary ]Magis- 
trates, Sherills, Constables, rdice Of- 
ficers, or OlUcers of Customs of the 
Dominion of Canada, or any officer em- 
ployed in tlie collection of dutie.s in the 
nature of Exci.ie, or employed in any 
other capacity by the Doiniuiou of 
Canada, or any oillcer or public school 
teacher employed by the Provincial 
Government; and should any ollicor 
employed as above, directly or in- 
directly influence any voter to vote for 
or against any candidate, he shall, up- 
on conviction thereof in a summary 
way before two Justices of the Peace, 
be liable to a line of not less than lifty 
dollars, nor more than two hundred 
dollars; or imprisonment in default 
of payment of ■ the fine may be im- 
posed,' to any term not; less tlian ton 
ilays and not exceeding three months. 
The Bill will practically disfranchise an 
eighth of the voting population of the 
Province. The words, ''or employed 
in any other capacity by the Dominion 
Government" have a wide range, and 
will inchulo laborers on the public 
works of the Dominion as well as 
officials. The principle of tlie Bill has 
no parallel. In Great Britain where the 
electoral franchise is jealously guarded 
nothing of. the kind exists. It has 
remained for British Columbia to 
lead oft" with an example which is so 
infamously bad that there is no danger 
of any other couutiy following it. 
Why not go a stop further and number 
the ofiicials insteail of calling them by 
name, as is ilone with convicts ? The 
intention of tlie Government would 
seem to be to convert officialdom into 
a sort of political penitentiary. The Bill 
was introduced by Mr. Galbruith of 
Kootonay. But ho is only the cats- 
paw. The Government supplies the 
chestnuts. 

-PASSED. 

The Separation memorial was passed 
by the House yesterday, on division, 
by the mechanical majority of six. An 
amendment, which provided for the 
settlement of the railway difficulty by 
arbitration, moved by Dr. Ash, was 
ruled out of order. The House will be 
prorogued at 2 p.m. on jNIonday. 



THE KOOTENAY SCANDAL. 



Judges Crease and Gray sat yesterday 
at the Supreme Court room as Iluyal Com- 
missioners to take the evidence of Father 
Poquet. In pursuance of their i)alicy of 
petty annoyance towards the Connnission- 
ers tlio Government liave dispensed witli 
the serriccs of the Secretary, and the 
Commissioners wore tliorcforo forced to 
keep tlio records of the proceedings. Mr. 
McCreiglit appeared for Mr. Elliott. 

Judge Crease stated that notifications 
had been sent to the Attorney-General, 
Mr. Elliott, Mr. Gallagher and otlicr par- 
ties interested ; but neitlier Sir. Gallagher 
nor the Attorney-General was represent- 
ed. 

Father Foquet being duly sworn, said : 
On or about tlie Cth of August last year 
received intolligonce relative to the re- 
spective positions held by Messrs. Gal- 
lagher and Kelly in Kootenay District ; it 
was in the form of a letter from Mr. El- 
liott (produced); lam the parish priest 
and missiunaiy at the Koman Catholic 
mission at Kootonay ; I liavo never had 
anything to do with the Provincial Gov- 
ernment, or hold office under it: 
[Prirci^e and confidential.] 

A^icTORiA, IGth July, '77. 
. Dear and lici: Sir: — ^ii all probability 
you have forgotten me. I had the plea- 
sure of making your acquaintance some 
years ago at Now Westminster. I wish 
now to address j-ou prii-ateln-imd confulen- 
tiallij. J hear that our friend, Mr. Geo. 
Kelly, has a notion of becoming a candi- 
date for tlie Kootenay District should 
your present nicuibor, Mr. Gallagher, feol 
disposed to resign. 1 am also given to un- 
derstand that Mr. G. is desirous of re- 
signing .should he succeed in exchanging 
places with Mr. Kelly. Thi3,of course, Kelly 
could not do without the consent of the 
Government. I should bo glad to let Mr. 
Gallagher know that there would be no 
objection to his having Mr. Kelly's oliice 
if he felt so disposed. Indeed, you may 
give him your assurance, without men- 
tioning my name, that he should have the 
place on Mr. Kelly's resigning it. I trust 
yon Viill excuse the liberty I take in writ- 
ing to you on the subject ; but I am as- 
sured by tlie bearer, &Ir, Dacres, tluit I 
can do so. 

I ho])c you are having a prosperous sea- 
son at Kootenay and that you are well ami 
your mission flourishing. 
Believe mo to remain, rev'd and dear sir, 
Yours, faithfully, 

A. C. Elliott. 

Eev. Pather Foqnet. 

Witness — I think Mr. Kelly handed the 
letter to mo ; he said he got it from Mr. 
Dacres : do not remember any hints from 
Mr. Dacres or any other person relative to 
Gallagher's contingent appointment ex- 
cept Kelly telling me ho had oflbred Gal- 
lagher §1000 and the constableahip to re- 
sign his seat, but that he-had no authori- 
ty from the Government to do so ; Mr. 
Kelly said ho intended to "run" for Par- 
liament ; Kelly at that time was consta- 
ble ; saw Dacres the day after I got the 
letter ; Dacres know of the offer Kelly 
had mado to Gallagher ; we agreed that it 
would have been better forGallaghor to ac- 
cept the constableship, but I strongly dis- 
approved of the ofler of .?I000 ; my rea- 
son for wi.shing him to accept the consta- 
bleship was bccauso I knew hini to be 
deeply in debt ; I was afraid of a scandal 
for I knew that some of the moiuy Gallagh- 
er owed had Veen borrowed by liivi to use in 
bribing electors at the time he was elected to 
the House. 

Judge Gray — It's a pity that some of 
those electors don't know they can't reco- 
ver such debts. 

Witness — Don't remember telling Da- 
cres my reason ; D kiie\vy .Gallagher luid 
bribed electors frdnrhis ' bwh 'statement ; 
after the election he "told mo ho had liada 
difficulty \nth tho late Mr. Milby from 



whom he borrowed money to bribe elec- 
tors with ; he said he buirowed ^'i'OO or 
$S00 to bribe a voternamed Ifennj rmbert.i; 
after lioberts (jot the money to rote fur Gul- 
laglur and Milby he said, " thii is^ only 
enough fororie; ymlmud'give ,m«' mvch 
more to vote for two. He said lie and Itfil- 
by decided not to pay the man any more 
money, and that then ho voted for tho 
other side. Mr. R. Galbraith and Mr. 
Vowell wore candidates on the other side; 
Mr. Vowell and ]Mr. GaOaghor got in. 

Judge Gray — Mr. Roberts returned 
both members, then. '(A laugh.) 

Witness — Tliat was one of tho debts 
Gallagher had to pay Milby, who wanted 
him to pay tho full auiount back and Gal- 
lagher i.inly wanted to pay one-half ; I am 
positive there was another case of Gallagh- 
er bribing, but I don't know that Gal- 
lagher owed any monoy on that account ; 
after I received Mr. Elliott's letter from 
Dacres I mot Gallagher at Wild Horso ; 
lie seemed indignant at Kelly's offer ; I 
told him I disaiipruved very much of the 
offer of money ; as for tho constableship I 
had nothing to say, and then he launched 
out in very bitter terms against Mr. El- 
liott, whom ho accused of tiying to bribe 
him and insulting lum ; told him I thought 
ho was mistaken as to Mr. Elliott : ho 
told mo ho knew j\Ir. Elliottt, who had 
lied to him on tho scluiol-tax (piestion; he 
said he knew I had received a letter from 
Mr. Elliott ; I told him I had and that 
thcro was nothing in it against tho law — 
nothing but what ono gentleman could 
write to another ; if otliorwise I ^yould bo 
the first person to bo ofTendod at it ; I told 
him I was liaidly aciiuainted with Mr. 
Elliott and that I had no choice between 
iMr. Elliott and Jlr. Walkoni ; I did not 
.show him tho letter, and took very good 
caro not to lot him know what was in it ; 
ho was sober at that tune ; I mention this 
because 1 have heard of times when he 
was not Hiibor ; I told hhn I did not wish 
to meildle between him and Kelly ; T told 
Gall.'igher (lie only thing I liad to do was 
to release him from the promise ho made 
me — not to exchange his seat in tlieHousc 
for an oflico ; although I did not generally 
approve of such a course, still there were 
cases wlioro it might be done ; that Mr. 
Walkem did it for I^lr. Booth, and Mr. 
Elliott did it for Mr. Vowell ; but that if 
he did not feol inclined to exchange I had 
no nil ire to say ; I did not want to advise 
him to do so ; I did not wish to hurt his 
feelings by telling him why T released him 
from his promiso ; have not known Mr. 
Elliott intimately ; think I met him onco 
or twice in Lillooet in '02 or '03 ; have 
never acted as Government agent at any 
time. 

Judge Gray hero called tho attention of 
the witness to tho wording of tlie Com- 
mission. They were charged to ascertain 
whether Mr. Elliott liadever attempted to 
bribe Mr. Gallagher, etc. , and ho a.skcd Fa- 
ther Fofpiet if he knew anything about 
tho best position of tho Government hav- 
ing been offered Mr. Gallagher to resign. 

Witness — Know nothing, beyond what 
I have seen in tho nev**spapers and what I 
heard talked about; I never represented 
or intimated to jMr. Kelly or !Mr. Galla- 
gher that I was acting for tho Govern- 
ment; if I said to Gallagher that the next 
Dominion election would be carried by 
tho Government if it took §20,000, 1 men- 
tioned it as a canard and-not as a serious 
matter; I have come down Solely to give 
my evidence; I answered Mr. Elliott's 
note, but did not keep a copy of the re- 
ply; think I wrote hiui I had seen tho 
party but it was useless to speak about the 
matter; think I added that Mr. Gallagher 
had got no iiiform.ition from me; 

Judge Gray — The charge is that Mr. 
Elliott attempted to influence a represen- 
tative or an elector. Do you know any- 
thing of that kind / 

Witness — I d(j not. 

Judge Gray^But the ovidenco given 
liy a previous witness is of i-ather a seri- 
ous nature and wo think it our 'duty to 
ask you about tho general state of the 
Kootenay community. Is bribery pre- 
valent there I 

Witness — Yes, from hearsay I should 
say it is. I believe there has not been a 
single election there that was not carried 
by bribery; it is spoken of thoreosamatter 
of course (laughter); they c<nint the num- 
ber of votes that can't be bought and then 
those that can be bought (laughter.) Thenj 
arc about 35 or 40 votes there. 

Judge Urease— ilr. Kelly told us they 
paid for votes in Ijeef, and flour and re- 
ceipts for old debts. (Laughter.) 

Witness— I never saw it done,butevery- 
>oiie says it is dcjne (laughter);' American 
citizens are said to take s<ime oath before 
a justice (jf the peace and then go in and 
vote; as to bribery in Kootenay there are 
so many things that it would take mo a 
a long time to tell them. I know nothing 
more about Mv. Eiliott; Jim Galbraith 
onco told me his brother was elected but 
it cost him .'?,")00; I reiiliod, "I would not 
jiay the cost for .'JliOOO" (sen.sation.) 

Judge Gray — 1 don'tthink wehavearov- 
ing commission in this nuitter. I wish Mr. 
Gallagher were hero. He ought to be 
liero tb be questioned. AVe have no mos- 
scngor or secretary to send for him. 

To Mr. McCreight — I advised Gallagher 
not to borrow money to bribe with; after 
he told me he had bribed I .said I was sor- 
ry for it; at the time of Mr. Vowell's elec- 
tion he was not in Kootenay; there was a 
voter named Boborts in the district ; I 
got a letter afterwards from Mr. Elliott, 
but it had nothing to do with this matter; 
I am not an elector now. 

To Judge Gray — Tlie second letter in- 
formed mo that if Charles Todd came up to 
Kootenay he was not^ friend of tho 
Govemmont. 

Thomas Deasy sworn — Am messenger 
of the Lcgiiilativo Assembly; day before 
yesterday I delivered to Hini. Sir. Wal- 
kem and ilr. Gallaglier notes from this 
Court; I am certain they came from this 
Court because the ' person who gave thom 
to me told mo they did. 

The Commission then adjourned sine 
die.

Lady Lonsdale's wedding presents 
are valued at the enormous sum of from 
£100,000 to £120,000. 

The Birmingham School Board lias 
authorised the use of the class-rooms at 
five of the central schools for a course 
of practical lessons in plain cookery 
at a cost of £100. 

Eleven skeletons havingbeen found in 
the garden of a "baby farmer," ono 
Ann Pinsent, a midwife, living at Ncc- 
hells, -was charged with concealing the 
birth of a child of an unmarried woman 
who had been confined at her house. 

Tho Town Counoil of Blackburn have 
sanctioned the payment of bills in con- 
nection with the lato riots, amounting 
to $3,358. This large sum is chiefly 
for military and police, and <loes not 
cover damage to property amounting 
to many thousands of pounds. 

Proceedings have been taken in 
Chancery to set a.sido tho will of Ma- 
dame de Tourvillc, who was murdered 
by her hubsand in tho Austrian Tyrol 
last year. She had bequeathed all her 
property to her hubsand, who is now 
undergoing a life sentence in tho Aus- 
trian mines. 

Tho town crier atClosport proclaiined 
to the crowd attracted by the sound of 
his boll tho fact that labourers were 
required at once to dig graves at Has- 
lar ill anticipation of tho recovery of a 
large number of bodies from the Eury- 
dicc, each man to provide his shoA'ol 
and pickaxe. 

An alarming outbreak of tyi)hoid 
fever has occurred in Bristol, and the 
medical officer of health has traced the 
disease to the use of milk, contaminated 
with typhoid germs. Between twenty 
and thirty families are affected, and tho 
medical olhcer expects several, of the 
cases to prove fatal. 

What a comical blunder, says Triilli, 
the Grajjhic has mado this week with its 
portraits of Disraeli and Beaconsfield, 
the one belonging to the year 1837, the 
other to the present era. The earlier 
one is not Dizzy at all, but is Charles 
Dickens, as a glance even at Maclise's 
portrait of the latter in Forster's will 
readily show. 

It is stated that Lord Colin Campbell, 
the youngest son of the Duke of Argyle, 
will come forward in tho Liberal inter- 
est for Argyle.'^hire, in room of tho 
Marquis of Lorne, appointed Governor- 
General of Canada. Lord Colin was 
born in 1853. Colonel Malcolm, of 
Pottulloch, ]M. P. for Boston, is named 
as a likely canditate in the Conserva- 
tive interest; at least a requisition — 
numerously signed, of course — is to be 
presented to him by the local Conserva- 
tives. 

Lord Chief Justice Cockburn, at 
Liverpool, in sentencing to eighteen 
months' imprisonment a man tried for 
taking part in a party riot, saiil he 
wished the law gavo power to supijrcss 
party processions. They were a relig- 
ious trouble on the one hand, and a 
cause of resentment on tho other. 
There should be nothing of tho kind. 
All party di.sjdays were an abomination 
and calculated to stir pa.ssion among 
those whose common Ohristianity should 
teach them to live at peace with one 
another.

Mr. Ash regrottL'il that tho iiioinber for 
Cowicluiu had not ooiisiilorcil tlio qiiustion 
apart from personal inturosts. lie thought 
tlio quostion should bo cousidured on its 
merits ond.tliat it should bo dotormincd 
what is tho boat thing to bo done for 
British Cohinihiii. He ft'lt .'lorry lio coukl 
not .support tlio rcaohitiou of tho attorney 
general as ho failod to see tliat it could do 
any ono good (Hoar.) Our relations with 
tho Dominion Government should ho con- 
sidered njiart from our relations with the 
Imperial Government. Tho party now in 
power at Ottawa said it wa.'i not riglit to 
grant to British Colundiia better terms 
than she .i.skcd fi.ir ami he himself was of 
opinion that as an agout for Canada the 
Oovernment of the day liad no right to 
oflbr our delegates more than tho Province 
w.is willing to acce|)t. Whi'U Mr. Mac- 
kenzie asaiuncd power lie said tliat the 
tonus ncro altogether lieyond the power 
of Canada, or if ncjt beyond thoiu were 
altogether unnecessarj-. luiinediatoly he 
could do so Mr. Mackenzie sent a delegate 
to this Province and addressed Mr. Wnlk- 
om telling him that ho was prepared to 
act not only justly but generously with 
British Columbia. Jlr. Edgar (tho dele- 
gate) on .n.rrival said that Mr. JIackonzie 
wanted a new bargain ; now teniia were 
oflered and declined bec.iuae tho local 
Government did not deem them binding 
at Ottawa. Tho upshot of all which was 
eventually tho agrooniont known as tho 
Carnarvon Terms and these were tho 
terms the .Province no\>- wanted carried 
out. It was therefore the duty of the House 
to see how tli-it fould best bo consunnua- 
tod. The lion, gciitleineii then referred 
to tho missing letter written by Mr. Mac- 
kenzie introducing Mr. Edgar in an otli- 
cial form to thoLiout-Governor. fie said 
that thfvt letter liad never come to light 
and contended that if it had been knoAim 
to e.^ist at tho tiiiio of Mr. Edgar's visit 
hero there would have been no question 
as to agency. Ho felt certain that had no 
doubtbeen entertained as to tho credentials 
■ of Mr. Edgar the Government of the day 
would possibly liavo placed tho terms be- 
fore the people, which would no doubt 
have been accepted by tlieni and strictly 
carried out by Air. Mackenzie. J!ut on 
account of tho Government declining to 
entertain Iih: Edgar's proposition, bo- 
'eause of lack of credentials, Mr. Macken- 
zie thought the Gorernment had availed 
themselves of a quibble in order to enable 
them to retain oflico. Tlio cuiKsequcnco 
was Mr. Mackenzie, thinking himself 
badly dealt with, had always been anta- 
gonistic to tho Walkoiu party. There wa.s 
a general eler.tion, however, at hand and 
it was not improbable that the Macdoiiald 
party might gain tho ascendancy. This 
being tlio cose ho thought it would bo 
very indiscreet to pass tliis resolution 
.which might prejudicially allect a political 
party inclined to be friendly towards tho 
ProTinco. (Hoar, hear.) With reference 
to our relations with the Imperial Govern- 
ment ho tliouglit tliat the action taken by 
the House on the Chinese ([uestion liad 
done tho Province much harm at the 
Colonial Office for tho Home Ciuvernincnt 
was always most jealous of the in;uiiier in 
which foreign races are dealt witli in tho 
colonies. Alluding to the separation clause 
of tho resolution the hon. gentleman said 
it allowed grammatically either want of 
care or groat ignorance. The Queen, 
moreover, had not the power to order 
that the Province should withdraw from 
the Confederation. Under the circum- 
stances, Bponer than permit such a peti- 
tion to go before Her Majesty tho Queen, 
he hoped the Government would [lostpono 
the consideration of the questioii until 
next session. (Apidauae.) 

Mr. Williams spoke in favor of separa- 
tion from Canada and said ho liad never 
seen such dull times as since Confedera- 
tion. Canadians iu British Columbia were 
strongly in favor of sepaiution (no ! no I) 
and ho knew that Victoria City almost to 
a man wanted tho same thing. He only 
regretted that tho claiiso had not made 
tho date, of separation less distant. 
- Mr. Drummond said we must try and 
force tho Canadian Government to carry 
out the terms. Dr. Ash's interests might 
not be here; but ours arc. Mi-. Edgar, 
who was an emissary of jNlr. Mackenzie, 
by sophistry and otherwise undertook to 
* induce tho Governincnt to carry out Mac- 
kenzie's views. Ho interviewed him and 
saw at once that he was an emissary. 
LordDufferin was an emissary from Mac- 
kenzie too — nothing more than Edgar. 
Ho might bo called to order for such lan- 
guage but he ci 'ildn't holp it if ho was, 
because he felt iie truth of what he said. 
The resolution must Vie carried. Ho had 
been elected to vote for separation unless 
Canada 'carried out her obligations and he 
intended to do so notwithstanding his 
friend from Cowichan. 

Tho question was tlieii [mi mid the 
words in the original clause were sus- 
tained by tho following division :

regpliltion woidcl entirely alienate thom 



from us. Wo placed the railway matter 
without reserve in their hands and now 
tho Government proposed to take the 
question in their own hands and not abide 
by the decision of England. Lord Car- 
narvon has said that the Canadian Gov- 
ernment cannot bo expected to build tho 
Island line ;i3 a Dominion enterprise, but 
advocated compensation ; and it now 
rests with tho Province to negotiate with 
Canada in order to determine the amount 
of compensation which should be accept- 
ed. It was a most hazy idea to expect 
that the Imperial Goverrimenfi would en- 
deavor to compel Canada to build tliis 
road. As for the work on the Mainland 
ill surveys, Ac, it must not ho forgotten 
that as Lord Carnarvon intimated would 
be tho case after the delay of a single 
summer, tho terminus has been flecided 
on ami contracts called for building a por- 
tion of the line. It is t^uite clear, there- 
fore, that Canada is doing what "she said 
3)10 would and it is absurd to suppose that 
soiiaration will be allowed. Of course the 
resolution is to bo passed ; but he felt 
certain that oven tlujso who voted for it 
would not do so if they thouglit it would 
really take eiloct. Tlio policy of tho Gov- 
ernment is to construct 120 milos of tho 
road from Yale nortliward. • Oontnicts 
were oven now being called for in the 
London ami Provincial papers, and lie 
certainly thought the Dominion Govern- 
ment intended to commence construction 
in the spring. Tlio people of the Main- 
land recognised this and were .by a largo 
majority m favor of giving tho Dominion 
a fair ch.inco to carry their policy into ef- 
fect. It was his duty, therefore, to op- 
pose to tho utmost this untimely resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Helgcscn considered the vesoliition 
of vital importance and thought that as 
lot'al British subjects it behoved them to 
stand firm, mA if the railway is not com- 
menced to demand a dissolution of [lart- 
iiersliip. Sir .John i\Iacrlonald, had he 
remained in power, wouhl liave built the 
road by this time; but unfortunately 
there came .-uiother king named Macken- 
zie wlio knew not Josejih (Laughter). Can- 
ada had bound lierself by all that was 
most sacred to build this road; but she 
breaks this and tramples British Colum- 
bia under foot. Fortunately the country 
has now a Governnieut who will do their 
best for it. In the person of the Pre- 
mier wo liavo a brave, i)atriotic and 
courageous leader (laughter) one ,wlio' liad 
been the mainstay of tho country from j 
confoderationand others who werelikoliim j 
would not allow a long-suffering poo- 1 
pie to be abused any longer. 

Mr. Bennett saiil he concoivcil that he 
was consulting the best interest of the , 
country in objecting to a clause which | 
would work so injurioush'. It is calcu- ; 
latcd to perpetuate tho very evils they 
complain of. Wliat is Canada doing/ Siie | 
is now taking rails up to Yale, showing us ; 
that she intends to commence and wo have 
no occasion to question the good faith or | 
receive their assurances in an unfriendly | 
spirit. Tho road is not to bo built by the j 
Province at all, but by the Dominion and . 
when tho Canadians see this resolution they 
may well s.ay it is no use for us to 
go any further with the work. British 
Columbia asks us to do an impossibility 1 
and if wo fail to do it separation is jiro- | 
sontod as the alternative. The Dominion j 
Government liiight tlion bo inclined to I 
wait until the result of the separation I 
threat had manifested itself. Ho had trav- I 
elled through Britsh Columbia and felt | 
certain that tlio people would bo most uii- , 
willing oven if tho road were not built for ] 
several years to separate from Canada and ! 
go back to the Crown colony system. It [ 
would bo absurd to carry this resolution ' 
when the very persons who now vote for I 
it would be the first to cry out against it 
if it were really carried into efl'ect (hear, : 
hoar.) 

Mr. McGilUvray said ho saw no uso in | 
passing this resolution, for thoy had re- j 

ferred 'tho question to tho Imperial Gov- j 
ernnieiit and had no reason to beliovo that ; 
Canada intended delaying the road longer 
than contemplated by Lord Cai-narvoii. 
The location of the lino had boon decided 
on, then comes six months for teuder.i; 
that brought them to Becember, and if 
after the tenders had been received, the 
c<mntry lind that Canada intends breaking 
her promise then ho bulicvcd u strcmger 
resolution than the present one would be 
accepted, whereas, now ho thought tho 
result would be a severe snub from tho 
Imperial Government. 

Mr. Wilson said that if the railway were 
not built he, for one, would vote for seji- 
aration and believed every member of tho 
Hcniso would do the same. He thought 
it was clear that the present Dominion 
Government had no intention wliiitevor 
of building either tho Island or Mainland 
railroad, and ])roceoded to ipiote from 
s|)ceehos by Hon. A. MacKciizie, Hon. : 
Mr. Scott and otiiors of the Dnniinion ' 
Government in sujiportof this. The hon. , 
gentleman then referred to tlio difi'ereirt j 
terms aubniitted : 1st, Mr. Edgar's, then - 
Lord Carnarvon's, and then the arrival of j 
Lord Duli'crin, wlio was alleged to have 
come here as a poaco-niaker; but as lie 
(.Mr. W.) thought "a spy, to sjiy out tiie | 
nakedness of tlio land." It was quite true 1 
a terminus had been decided on; but con- { 
tracts cannot be awarded if they arc likely 
to increase tho taxation. Wliat is tlio debt 
of Canada/ ^^las, 000,000 with no surplus < 
revoiiuo even to pay oil' interest .and sink- ' 
ingfund. How then could they p(]ssil)ly 
build such a road without increasing tax- 
ation. He then referred tu the chief j 
engineer's lost report and said no one ' 
would contract for a road which even the ' 
engineer says is unnecessary. Ho could not , 
sec wh.tt din'ereiice confederation could j 
make to cither our lumber, coal or lish trade, 
and we w<ntld really be better off without , 
it. . 

Mr. Vernon said the resolution intro- j 
duced by tho leader of the Government ; 
was (juite in unison with tho greater por- 
tion of tho substance of the Governor's j 
speech on the opening day of tho preiicnt 
session. It was a fair sample of some of 
tho legislation that had already taken i)lace 
and of that whicli was likely to follow i 
while tho present administration retaiiieil 
ofllep. Attp}. tl;v; ijtaitJiny raiivwiy clause 1 
the sppccli i-efeiTe(| to the "graving dock, ' 
which rciiuiiiitj in precisely the same posi- : 
tion .as far as the House knew as when tho ; 
late Goverri'ment resigned. The numici- 
p.al measure promised had melted down to j 
the passage of a simple paraqraph. The , 
intoiust.s or tho Mainland' with regard to \ 
Supreme Court Judges depended upon the 
view tho Doniiuiou Qovcriunont took of ' 
the 'matter. 'The .solution of the Chinese 
problem nepd not bp referred to, the bill 
passgd with rosppct to thp Chinesp' being 
kuch a niaiiifost absurfli'ty. Tlip bill in- 
troduccct fpr [^Itpring fhc"rpprp.sontationof 
the Province in the LcgislaturG did not 
aptcmpi; an equitahlo adjustniont. The 
piinoral cl.ausp said notliiiig luoant 
notliliig, ainl the p.a'riigraph with respect 
to the li.5hovipg, .'(iiotlier Doniinion matter, 
was only the result cif the repre.sontations 
of the former Government, aiid (low cnpv.; 
thp cliiijax ip thp rpspl^itiop undor (ll!^- 
cussion. It appeared to hiin that the 
tprpis pf tho Carnarvon settleinent or pro- 
position were at present being worried' out 
in PYe;y rgspggt \]i couysq 6f fulfilment 



with the exception of tho single item of 
the construction ' of tlio E-s.-iuimalt-Na- 
iiaimo llailway. Eeferring to th'b last 
speaker(the second member from Victoria) 
he was <iuito unable to agree with hun 
with respect to tho desire of the Beminion 
Government to esci.pe from their r;iilT 
obligations to tliis I'roviiicp Ho regretted 
that hon. members in attei qitiug to just 
ify the po.sitioiis thoj- assumed should 
read extracts from the utterances of public 
men in Oatiuda and elsewhere, liko Mr. 
Saudford Fleming, just sufficient to suit 
their o^vn purposes and eiitiroly- changing 
the true text, to those members of the 
House who did not li.appen to possess 
copies of the work referred to. Tlio hon. 
fflcntleman then read extracts from Llr. 
Fleming's paper road Ivforo the Royal 
Colonial IiKstitute. Continuing, tho hon. 
gcntloiiiaii said that in contradiction to 
what liad been stated by tlio last speaker, 
it was evident that the Chief Engineer 
was fully alive to tho absolute necessity 
of tho speedy construction of tho Cana- 
dian Pacific Itailway. Nearly all tho 
speakers on tho Government side had ox- 
pressed themselves as being fully convinc- 
ed that Canada did not want to build the 
Pacific railroad, whereas in the petition 
sent to Her Majesty from this Legislature 
in 187(> wo have tho Secretary of State, 
Lord Carnarvon, making the statement on 
behalf of Her Majesty's Government, that 
he believed the Canadian Government to 
he thoroughly sincere in their dcsiro to 
construct this work and we liavo Lord 
Dufierin also, in his published speech when 
in this Province, stating that ho believed 
the Paeifie railway had no better friond 
than the leader of tho present Goverii- 
iiK'iit of the Dominion, that tho only 
ditl'crence between the parties roprescnted 
by Sir John A. Maedonahl and jSIr. 
Jlackcnzio respectively was as to tho 
method of construction. Lord Dufferin 
had also told . us that tho fifty 
luillions of land and the thirty mil- 
li<'i!H of money to be i>rovided by Can- 
ada under the Bill were roadj-, and that .as 
soon as the route for the Mainland lino was 
settled, tenders would be called for. Wo 
all know that thcso toiidoi-s have boon in- 
vited; that tho telegraph is being con- 
structed and that compensation had boon 
oU'ered and would bo given for tho Esqui- 
laalt I'.uhvay (the only thing possible f(U' 
tho Canadian Government to give), wdien 
tho time moiitioiiod by Lord Carnarvon 
expired, that is, whon tho tenders had 
been received for the main line, and ho 
vi\3 quite sure that if tho amount of com- 
pcus.ation be left to the English Govern- 
ment to detoriiiino the Province will re- 
ceive all the justice to which it is entitled. 
Ho would not enter into the unfortunato 
dilliculty that had arisen with respect to 
tho Island llailroad. Every gentleman 
present knew that neither the Dominion 
Govcmraent or tho Imperial Govemmont 
could coorco tho Senate of Canada into any 
piirticular course. It had been stated by 
some nieiiibers that perhaps a change of 
Government at Ottawa might conduce to- 
wards tho construction of tho Island 
road. This he felt certain was an error, 
because Canada at largo had since ap- 
proved of tho course adopted by tho Sen- 
ate, and Earl Carnarvon himself spoaks of 
the work being an impossibility as far as 
tho Doniinion Government, present or 
future is concerned. In fact, every ono 
cognizant of all tlio circuinstaiicoa must 
admit this to bo the case. Tho Province 
had in consoquenco just clninis for com- 
pensation claims that can only bo practical- 
ly settled by Canada paying this Province 
a money consideration; there is duo to us: 
1st. — Componsatiou for non-construc- 
tion of Esquimau and Nanainio llailroad. 

'Jd. — Compensation for so many years 
delay, locking up 20-inilo bolt and the 
consequential damages for tho time 
lost in determining tho route of Railway. 

Against this tliey have a contra ac- 
count —They liavo returned to us the 
twenty mile belt, containing valuable coal 
lands, which had been reserved for them 
in consideration of their constructing tho 
Es(piimalt and Niinaimo llailroad. Tlio 
dillerence is a matter for adjustment, and 
the pro[ier anil patriotic course would bo 
to wait, ill accordance with tho views ex- 
jirossod by Her Jlajcsty's Government 
through Lord Carnarvon. When tho tenders 
that have been invited are received, which 
must bo early next Spring, thoy shouhl 
solicit the services of tho Secretary of 
State, and he felt satisfied that after tho 
circumstances had been properly con- 
sidered and fully weighed, tlio 
cliiims of this Province to compen.sation 
would be fairly and justly dealt with. 
This was, of course, presuming that ac- 
tual construction would commence early 
next year as ho felt confident it would. 
It might be that a sufliciont sum would 
be awarded to admit of tho construction 
of the Island line witli tho .assistance of 
the twenty-mile lielt and tho coal lands 
coutai!ied therein; a considerable period 
had eUqiscd since the §750,000 was offered 
and we should dimbtless receive an ad- 
dition to whatever sum might bo doomed 
to 1)0 just at the time th.at oflerw.is made. 
Tliis amount might possibly enable 
tlio Province to construct tho work 
if they folt so disposed. At all 
events when the amount was decided by 
the Sccretaiy of State, if tho matter ho 
referred to him, it would bo for the 
Province to detormine in what manner 
that Huiu could bo most profitably ex- 
pended. With respect to the resolution 
lieforo the House, what could possibly 
bo the good of it? It was a silly boyish 
threat which tlio Government well knew 
could never be carried witli ell'ect. He 
wiiulil ask what possible good could arise 
from the [lassage of such a resolution 8 
months before it was called upon to bo 
considered? What object could be gained 
by moving in the matter at all until the 
next meeting of tho Legislature. 

Mr. Vernon hero moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate.

(IS no cijis cp.md bq forced to. penojrni an 



impossibilit}', ho did not agree with tho 
leader of the Government when he said 
that if the terms were merely a contract 
redress could be had in the law courts.' 
Referring to the removal of the steel rails 
to the Mainland ho said he supposed hon. 
gentlemen opposite were very much sur- 
prised to seo tho advertisement in The 
Colonist this morning calling for tenders 
for tracklaying. But ho (Mr. V.) believ- 
ed the Government were sincere in their 
professions .and intended to couinienco 
railway construction on the Mainland 
forthwith. Adverting to the ono year's 
delay granted by tho House ho took it 
that it condoned somewliat for wliat 
had gone before and had admitted to a 
certain degree that the Province had been 
in error. What more he would ask could 
bo expected at the present moment than 
.an invitation of tciidei's and what could be 
more rash than Haunting the silly, futilo 
throat, proposei\,by the leader of tho Gov- 
ernment, in the face of the Dominion 
Government. Tho single summer's delaj' 
had expired and it was immediately found 
that tho Dominion Government removed 
tho steol rails to the Jlainland and evinc- 
ed an earnest desire to forward construc- 
tion. He maintained it was the duty of 
the House to wait until tho tenders for 
platolaying had been received and dealt 
with by Parliament. If it was then seen 
that there was no intention of going on 
with construction it would bo time enough 
then to take action in tho matter; but ho 
entirely failed to seo tko utility of legislat- 
ing eight montlis in advance. Tho idea 
that the Province would be permitted to 
socodo was ])ropostorous. The Province 
was by no means in favor of any such 
thing although the city of Victoria might 
bo. Tho city, however, was not British 
Columbia. No ono could pretend to say 
that the House as at present' constituted 
is a fair rcllox of the country. Kootenay, 
by casting 29 votes for two gontlemen, 
had nearly tho same voice as Wcstniinster 
district with over 1,000 votes. Tlio 
hon. gentleman then quoted copiously 
from statistics to sho v that the Island 
returned, in proportion to its voting pop- 
ulation, with tho exception of Victoria 
City, an unfair number of members as 
compared with tho Mainl.and. Ho 
thought tho question of separation should 
1)0 submitted to tho people as the House 
was not competent as at present constitut- 
ed to deal with it. Iloferring to tho favor- 
able manner in which provincial loans 
had bcoii fioatcd, tho hon. gentleman 
said that miglit safely bo attributed to 
the fact that tho Province is a portion of 
the confederation. Ho alluded to tho de- 
clino of the Province since 1802, until the 
date of Confederation and explained that 
tho Province received annually from tho 
Dominion aconsidorablc sum more tliansho 
gave in tho shape of Customs. Ho then 
referred to the severe snubbing given tho 
Province in 1874; by tho Imperial Gov- 
ornnicnt, and to the snubbing tho present 
Government received at tho h.ands of the 
Dominion whon they protested against 
tho removal of the steel rails. It was 
not his intention to support so foolish and 
useless a resolution as that introduced by 
the Govemmont; ho was quite willing to 
permit hon. gontlonion opposite to merit 
the reproof it would certainly elicit, but 
he did not intend to be any party to it 
himself. Feeling assured that justice 
would shortly be done tho Province, and 
that tlio resolution could do no good, but 
in all probability would cause much 
harm, he would vote against it. 

Mr. Mclhnoyl said that if tho Domin- 
ion had carried cut her obligations tho 
Province to-day would bo filled with a 
proBjiorous and contented people, and 
Canada would bo deriving twice tho 
amount of revenue from us. As the 
country had, however, boon placed in a 
false position by broken pledges ho was 
prepared to adopt tho alternative sug- 
gested bv the resolution In tho petition. 

Mr. Ash regretted that tho Govern- 
ment had postponed this momentous 
question until the very end of tho Ses- 
sion. He had not heard one word from 
tho Govornment to prove that the jias- 
sage of the resolution would hasten tlio 
railway construction in the least. Per- 
sonally he desired in the interest of the 
Province to see railway construction, 
and ho felt that without it the Province 
should eventually separate. First, how- 
ever, we had to exhaust Canada. He 
was glad to support the Government 
wlioiiever he could, but ho felt assured 
that the Opposition woro sincere in their 
arguments — that thoy believed tho separ- 
ation clause was the very last card flioy 
ought to play, and when played the 
Province shouhl bo prepared to stand or [ 
fall by it. As he could not agree with | 
the policy of tho (.ipverument on this 
question ho would ask the Attornej'- 
Gonoral to accept the following amend- 
ment: — ! 

That a respectful address be presented ] 
to his Honor the Lieut. Governor request- 
ing his Honor to inform the Dominion 
Government that this House regards the 
decision of the Rt. Hon. Earl Carnarvon, 
given in 1874 as a bindiiig settlemont of 
all questions in dispute between British 
Columbia and tho Dominion Government 
oil the subject of Railway construction in 
this Province at the time of its publica- 
tion, and that tho doLays which have ..oc- 
curred in carrying out that decision have 
occasioned serious loss ;uid disappoint- 
ment to the people of this Province; and 
further, that this House, recognizing the 
diflicult position in which the Dominion 
Government has been placed, and ac- 
tuated by a aipcore desire to maintain 
the Union of British Columbia with the 
other Provinces of tho Confederation, 
pledges itself to abide by the result of an 
arbitration, having for its object such mo- 
dification of the settlement of 1874 as will 
fulfil the spirit if it be found impractica- 
ble to carry out tho letter of tliat agree- 
ment. 

Hon. !Mr. Humiihreys said ho had cast 
his lot on the separation resolution .and in- 
tended to stand or fall by it. Hp ^.lulipyed 
the Province had cxh;\ns(.pt| aXt argument 
and tl\at potliiug. now remajme'd ttit' the 
stop proposed by the Govemmont. He 
had hoped to find tho House unanimous 
at this critical juncture and regretted the 
position assumed by members of Op- 
position and tho hqn, pioinhor. for Coaiox. 
He (Air. !H.)^ thpn ropounted tho agree- 
ments made bol-yj-oeh tlio l^rovinco and 
Canada, all of whicl^ had been violated. 
In consequence of those violations, ho 
said, the Province miidit bo justitied in 
iir^puting the n^ost villainous mp^tivcs to 
Caiiada in her desire to get out rail- 
way construction. Ho held that M.ac- 
kcnzio had never" explained, as an Iiqit- 
pr.ablo man would, \yherein <n\pps.si- 
bility of building the railway existed. 
Thp^o was no d.csirp to, pusX banada, but 
thp Provinpe ^lad bepn so, sha^iiofully 
dealt with that up, fai^h whatovpr. could lip, 
put ill her promises.

by the Government now would prove 
effective and it would have been base in- 
gnititude to the people of tho I'rovince 
had the modest language of former peti- 
tions been continued. All British Colum- 
bia demanded ^vas a fulfilment of the Car- 
narvon terms or, as an alternative, sejiara- 
tion. That by no means meant hatred 
of Canadians. He believed the Province 
lost a great deal wliea she relinquished 
her tarifl'and that i:he i)reseiit position of 
the country was worse than it would have 
been had confederation not taken place. 
Without the railway he felt that confed- 
eration was unprofitable. He attributed 
sinister motives to the utterances of tho 
leader of the Opposition and believed that 
ho cared 110 moio for railway construction 
than a Kamskatska hedgehog. He alluded 
to a Doniinion appointment given to a 
former member of tho House for his sup- 
port of Mr. Mackeii2io,nnd said there could 
be no doubt tho ' member for Cowichan 
was working in a similar groove. He 
warned tho members for Now Westmin- 
ster District against that gentleman's at- 
tempt to hoodwink thein. IIo believed 
tho persuu.al feelings of tho member for 
Comox had clouded his common sense 
and felt assured if that gentleman had 
occupied a seat in tho cabinet he would 
have voted heart and soul for the resolu- 
tion. It was nonsense for tho hon. gen- 
tleuiau to say ho was not a member of the 
Opposition, for actions spoke louder than 
words. He (Mr. H.) contended that the 
member for Comox had attempted to 
make out a case for Mr. Mackenzie in 
spite of his avowed solicitude for the 
Province. It appeared to him (Mr. H.) 
that tho hon. gentleman had wished to 
infer that the I'rovinco had received bet- 
ter terms than she w.aa entitled to, and 
that the people had no right to demand 
tho pcrforinnnce of that whicli was duo 
them. Ho was disappointed tliat tho hon. 
gentleman had neither done justico to him- 
self or to the couiitiy. Something better 
was expected of him. Ho (Mr. II.) then 
proceeded to review tho speech of the 
lion, meiubcr for Yale; previous to doing 
so, stating that he was at an utter loss to 
account for the apathy tho people took in 
the proceedings of the House on so im- 
portant a question. !Ee could only sup- 
pose it was evidence of tho slumbering 
tiro which was certain to explode 'ere 
long.

Supposing it were trjie 
that !Mr. Mackenzie were really the author 
of our grievances and would not build this 
road ; suppose another king shoidd come 
who knew Joseph and shoukl become the 
second ruler in the land (laughter), even 
then ho did not see any bcnetit to bo do- 
rived by us for Sir John M.acdonald had 
long ago recognised the v.ast expense of 
the railway undertaking and its ditlicul- 
tios and, judging by his past actions on 
behalf of this country, ho thought thoy 
should all feel glad to bo rid of iiim and 
pray that he might not come into power, 
for ho certainly thought the country had 
but little to expect at his hands. Mr. 
Mackenzie, on the other hand, was, ho 
felt sure, a true friond to the Province. 
He was .convinced that this resolution was 
useless as immediate construction was in- 
tended and ho would therefore vote 
against it. 

IMr. Abraiiis said ho intended to vote 
for tho resolution as ho thought it was 
high time the country spoko up for itself. 
The present Doniinion Government, ho 
felt certain, never intended building any 
portion of tho road. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho was sur- 
prised to SCO how old mcmbors of tho 
House had boon iitterlj' vanquished by ;i 
few young mombei's who, in many cases, 
had given them a good castigation. He 
had attempted to place this question 
above all party spirit as it was a matter 
tliat should ccdl for the unanimous voto of 
both Island and Mainland; but ho had 
been told that ho had taken a low and 
narrow view of it; how, ho could not sec. 
It was the duty of the country at least to 
exact a fair fulfilment of the contract. 
The railw.ay question should not be dealt 
with by sneers and laughter; it was far 
too important a subject for tlio attacks 
which had lasted for two hours and a- 
lialf. The remarks of some members he 
had listened to with pleasure, but he cer- 
tainly thought tho remarks of the leador 
of tho Opposition, and those of tho mem- 
ber for Comox would have boon better 
left out.

ABJOnRNED DEBATE. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys concluded his re- 
marks on tho separation memorial. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem contended that the 
ameridniont moved by Mr. Ash was 
out of order inasmuch as it had been 
resolycd yesterday that tho words propos- 
ed to bo struck out by it should stand part 
of tho question. 

Mr. Speaker ruled the amendment out 
of order. 

Mr. Ash contended that his amend- 
ment was quite in keeping with the prac- 
tice of tho House for years past. 

Mr. Evans spoko in favor of tho rosolu- 
ticm. The Province had adhered strictly 
to the letter of her portion of tho agree- 
ment, but Canada had never yet kept her 
promises to us. He could not account 
for the proposition of the hon. niombcr 
for Comox, who wanted to go over the 
ground onco more and have fresh terms 
again. Ho believed confederation origin- 
ally gave an impetus to enterprises in the 
Province, but hope deferred had made 
many a heart sick since then. Tho hon. 
gentleman coutimied at some length to 
abuse tho Mackenzie Govoriinient for not 
fostering local industries and tlien proceed- 
ed to attack the speech of tho member 
for Comox. If England could not compel 
Canada to fultil her engagoiiicnt surely 
she could give this Province ijormissioii to 
withdraw from the confederation and live 
on her own hook. 

Hon. Mr. l^oavcii said that to his mind 
it w.aa extraordin:iry that anybody unless 
in tho pay of ]\Ir. IMackenzie could object 
to tho resolution 

Govornment. Ho had considered tho 
effect it might produce from every possible 
standpoint and could assure tho House of 
his siiiccrity iu supporting it. The hon. 
geiitlcuiaii then reviewed tho actions of 
the jMacken/.io tiovernmcnt in connection 
with the railway, and contended that it 
could not be imagined by any s'ensiblo 
jierson that thoy had any real intention of 
building the line on tho Mainland. Every 
sto]) as yet t.ikon had been intended to 
delude the people. If it was the intention 
of Canada to adhere to the piinciplo that 
tho railw.ay is not to bo constructed if it 
increases tho rate of taxation, thon ho folt 
assured that tho steel rails would crumble 
into dust before a single foot of track was 
laid. It was absurd to suppose that a 
railw.ay to cost millions of dollars could 
be built without increasing taxation. Ho 
argued that in a financial point of view 
the Province would bo no loser by sepa- 
ration if sho wore allowed to retain her 
customs and excise duties. The hon. 
gentleman then proceeded to quote liguros 
to show that this would bo tho case. The 
Province w'.is entitled to compensation for 
dehiy in construction of the Mainland 
road, uon-fulfdnient of tho terms as to 
the Island road, and non-fulfdment of con- 
tract for the graving dock. T'lip country
